10. Chairman, Calcutta Jute Fabrics Shippers’ Association, Calcutta. 
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11. Chairman, East India Jute and Hessian Exchange, Calcutta, 

12. Director, Indian Jute Industries Research Association, Calcutta. 

13. Chairman, Jute Development Council (if a grower), otherwise a Jute 

grower representative of the same Council.
